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BROOKLYN CLOSE TO THE TEXAS 


Hvans Declares the Ships Were Within 
100 Yards-of Each Other in 
the Battle. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.-—The interesting 
part of Rear-Admiral Robley D. Eans’ 
testimony was concerning the battle of 
Santiago and the loop of the Brooklyn. 

Mr. Rayner began by asking Admiral Ev- 
ans if he had seen the official chart show- 
ing the positions of the Brooklyn and oth- 


jer battleships on the day of the battle off 


Santiago July 3, 1898. The admira] replied 
that he had seen the chart, but that it 


was wrong. 
Mr. ‘Rayner: When did you first know about the 
turn of the Brooklyn as you say, a short distance 
from the Texaa? 

“When I saw her across the bow of the Texas."’ 
“Do you recollect the conversation you had 
with Commodore Schley the ith of July, the sec- 
ond day after the battle, regarding the loop of 
the Brookiyn?’’ 

‘‘No, sir, I do not. I do not remember mention- 
ing the subject at all.’’ 
‘*You do not recollect that Commodore Schley 
first told you on July 5 that it was the Brooklyn 
and not the Texas that made the turn?’’ 

‘I pever imagined anything of the sort.’’ 

“Give bricfiy the purport of your conversation 
on that date with Commodore Schley.’’ 

‘Briefly, as I recollect the cdénvetsation, he was 
talking to a person named Graham. He was sit- 
ting at his desk a I walked into his 
cabin to make a report. e put his hand on my 
shoulder and said: ‘Bobby, 1 am just writing my 
report of the battle of the 3d of July.’ 

‘“‘He said: ‘1 have said of you that you han- 
died your ship with consummate ekill.” Then he 
introduced me to Mr. Graham. Then Capt. Cook 
came in and asked me if I would tell him whether 
the position of certain Spanish ships was correct, 
whieh came out first, ete., that he had been a 
little confused in his mind. We talked a few 
mfhutes and I then went into Capt. Cook's cabin."’ 
“You do not recollect the @onversation going 
over the particulars of the turm of the Brooklyn 
and the remark that Commodore Svhley made at 
that time about Capt. ae when you said you 
thought it was Capt. Philip Texas who 
made the turn?’’ 
“7 never said that. Absolutely, 1 never said 
such a thing, because the Texas was right under 
my eye all the time. She did not turn at all.” 
Uoncerning the position ef the Brooklyn and 
Texas on the day of the battle the witness said: 
‘The Brooklyn was dangerously near the Texas. 
I should say within 100 yards of her.’’ 

‘‘What was your positioa, just at that time when 
she crossed the course of the Texas, relative to 
the Brooklyn and the Texas?’’ 

‘The Iowa was heading straight in for the 
Spanish fleet to intercept the “Viscaya at that 
time. She was heading more to the northward than 
the Texas. The Texas was headed off more to the 
west. When I saw the Brooklyn the third time 
she was across the bow of the Texas, heading 
south.’’ 

“When did you see her next, if at all?’’ 

“After the uendo went ashore my attention 
was called to the Brooklyn »! some one on the 
bridge, who remarked: ‘The Brooklyn ts knocked 
out.’ She was then hotly engaged with her star- 
board battery. Sbe was headed parallel with the 
course of the Colon, I should say.’’ 

Mr. Rayner questioned the witness again with 
reference. to statements made in his (Admiral 
Evans’) book, asking him whether he had ever 
said he felt reasonably sure tbat the Spanish fleet 
was in the harbor of Santiago. The witness said 
that he had made that statement, but that it Was 
a conelusion based on the fact that the Spaniards 
were not at Clenfuegos, that. they had not gone 
weatward, and that from a military point of view 
Santiago was the place where they were most 
apt to be.

OLD CYPRESS ROOTS 


NEW AND IMPORTANT USE 
FOUND FOR THEM. 


BEST OF WOOD FOR CORKS 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1.—For hundreds 
of years cypress stumps and roots of cy- 
press trees have remained in the ground 
in the neighborhood of the city, and no one 
ever had any idea that they could ever be 
put to any practical use. True, occasional- 
ly an old darkey swamper would bring in 
a few roots of these stately giants of the 
Swamps and sell the pieces to barbers or 
others to put fine edges upon razors. The 


roo: of the cypress is remarkably light, 
and that it is durable is obvious from the 
fact that for hundreds of years the roots 
and stumps have stood silent monuments 
of the former dense forests which long 
since have gone into bullding material or 


roe ties. 

t remained for Mr. 8. H. Long of Chica- 
go, who recently arrived here, to find a use 
for the cypress root, and he has filed ap- 
plications for letters potent upon his dis- 
covery. With ar ordinary wood lathe he 
had made some splendid speziments uf bot 
tle corks, spools for winding cotton thicad 
and other articles of staple value. No 
doubt he will find still further uses for thig 
material, which, althoug. so light, is re- 
markably tenacious and strony, and really 
a much better article for stopp'ng UP bot- 
tles than the cork now 1n use. 

As to size, the roots ure, some of the: 
quite large, and stoppers of alnwst ont 
Size, up to a foot in diameter, 
turned out of the raw*material. 

The quantity is almost -nexhaustible, for 
the shores of Lake Pontcharira'n alone will 
furnish material for many years, and suffi- 
cient to cork up all the »ottles régulred in 
O°? years. The fiber or wood of the cypress 
is very close, and, although to a certain 
degree elastic, shows no pores, sucn as (ne 
cork does; in fact, a stopper made of cy- 
press roct looks as if turn: ad from blocks 
of solid wood, showing no cracks or pores 
whatsoever. The durability of tie wood is 
another advantage. It is soft, and a cork 
screw readily forces its way into it, and in 
drawing a cork of cypres3 root from a 
bottle there is absolutely no danger of its 
breaking. 

The cypress stumps and roots are row 
considered worthless, bit soon they wiil 
have a value and will be put to good uses. 
Large factories will no doubt soon be built 
and operated for working up cypress roots 
and stumps. 


THE STORY OF AN OLD FLAG. 


Survivors of the Crescent Regiment 
Will Not Give Up Relics. 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1.—There is a 
story of a flag that will not be found in 
fany history. It is not down in any book, 
because it was never told for the authors 
to write about. 

Cut up into pleces not as big as a man’s 
hand, the silken banner which the patri- 
otic women of New Orleans made for the 
men who marched away in the ranks of 
the Crescent Regiment is widely distribut- 
ed among the survivors and is in the keep- 
ing of some of the heirs of the dead sol- 
diers of the lost cause.

RAISING MACARONI WHEAT. 


Experiments to Be Made With It on a 
xas Farm Near Dallas. 
DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 1.—James 3. Simp- 
son’s farm in Dallas County, six miles 
southwest from this city has been desig-. 
nated by the United States department of 
agriculture as a place for conducting ex- 


periinents. He has received samples of four 
or five varieties of macaroni wheat. By 
the test to be made with them it is in- 
tended to demonstrate the possibility of 
growing this kind of cereal in north Texas. 
An effort along this line, made on Mr. 
Simpson's farm this year, was defeated by 
the ravages of the aphis or greenbug. 

Very little, if any, macaroni wheat is 

own in the United States, and this coun- 

ry is forced to import hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of manufactured 
product every year. It is believed that this 
wheat will thrive here, and if this Is true 
another profitable crop will be added to the 
already long list now open to the tillers 
of the soil in this state. 

Experiments will also be made on this 
farm with alfalfa. Strange as it ma 
seem, in the face of what is common belief, 
some experts have expressed the opinion 
that this plant will not do well in north 
Texas. The assertion is that in many lo- 
calities it dries up and becomes of no value 
as a feedstuff. 

In addition to the above trial, plantings 
will be made of rescue grass and vitch.

Mr. Bernard Horne has been several 
times in Turkey in the interests of his 
firm, and on his recent visit to that coun- 
try it was determined to decorate him 
with the order of Osmanieh, which is con- 
sidered a high honor. 

Mr. Horne had left the country before 
the decoration had been formally granted, 
and consequently was nat honored by the 


‘| official delegation, in full oriental uniform, 


which would otherwise have called upon 
him, to congratulate him on receiving the 
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Medal of the Order of Osmanich.

through the Turkish ambassador in this 
country, without any formal ceremon’es 
&t all~which probably pleased him bcett :r. 
The order of Osmanieh is a high one, and 
its ‘first degree’’ is conferred only on 
crowned heads, or on a crown prince, or 
who ranks with a “‘mushur,”’ or past grand 
vizier, may receive it. The second degree 
is bestowed on noblemen of the Turkish 
empire or other countries. 
| The fourth degree, of which class is the 
| decoration of Mr. Horne, is given to men 
e, but is by 
no means common or easy to get. There 
is one other wearer of the same degree in 
Pittsburg, Mr. Charles Green, who has also 
represented the same firm in Turkey, but 
it is believed that there is only one such 
order in New York, that worn by the 
Turkish representative there, and there is 
only one in Chicago. There ts another 


order, that of Medjidieh, whith is much 
more easily obtained by business men. 
Another Turkish order which is very in- 
teresting is that of Shefakhat, which is a 
ladies’ order. Seldom has it been con- 
ferred upon an (American woman, but Mrs. 
Potter Palmer received it, and it was con- 
ferred upon Mrs. Grover Cleveland. Its 
insignia are studded with diamonds, for 
which the recipient must pay; it ds said 
that Mrs. Potter Palmer paid a very high 
price for those in her decoration. 
All these orders have distinctive but- 
tons, which are worn by the persons dec- 
orated in the ordinary clothes. This button 
is sent with the insignia, and though of no 
special value in this country, where orders 
do not amount to much, such a button in 
one’s coat lapel is equivalent to a sort of 
passport, and wil] often admit one where 
an ordinary person would have to go 
through a prohibitive amount of red ta 
and obtain a permit. It indicates that the 
person wearing it enjoys a certain degree 
of the confidence ofthe government, and 
entitles him to consideration. The buttons 
are of silk, with somewhat the appearance 
of a small rosette, whose colors show. from 
what government to order comes, The but- 
ton of the order of Osmanieh is in green, 
red and white. The medal, which is the 
tangible part of the order, is a gorgeous 
affair of enameled metal, supposedly gold, 
which depends from a sort of ees or pin 
by a broad satin ribbon of red and green 
The medal proper is attached to this ribbon 
by a fastening made in the form of the 
crescent and star that appears on the Turk- 


sh flag. 

The medal {tself consists of a round met- 
al body an inch and a ‘half in diameter, 
and shaped much like a lady's watch, sur- 
rounded by the ints of a seven-pointed 
star. The central part of the body of the 
medal is enameled ruby red, upon which 
appear in gold certain Turkish characters, 
giving the name of the order and teljifng 
which class or degree in that order ft rep- 
resents On the lower part of this red cir- 
cle a golden crescent is represented in 
raised work. 

The outer part of the medal {s brilliantly 
enameled in green. as well as the seven 
Star points, while between these points is a 
sort of trefoil figure in silver. The whole is 
edged and lined in with gold; and makes 
a very handsome badge. he reverse side 
of the medal is of silver.

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PARTY JUMPED OVERBOARD 


“There’s a Bear in the Kitchen!”’ Yelled 
the Chef as He Plunged In, the

CASS LAKE, Minn., Sept. 29.—Mayor 
James Cardie, J. E. Johnston, J. T. Ggrd- 
ner, Dr. Hanley, Charles Tedford and 
‘George Stein have returned from a hunting 
trip that they will long remember. As an 
earnest of the truth of their tale they 
trought with them the skin and carcass 
of the largest black bear ever seen jn this 
part of the state. The bear was captured 
after an exciting experience, during which 
the members of the party were in danger 
of losing their lives. They had tied up for 
the night and were all sleeping peacefully 
when the cook heard a rattling of the 
dishes of the kitchen and he went “aft’’ to 
investigate. A few moments later there was 
& mighty and a splash: was heard, in- 
dicating that the chef had jumped over- 
board: ' 

The members of the party tumbled out-of 
their bunks and grabbed their weapons. 
Looking over the side of the houseboat 
ey 4 saw the cook swimming to the chore, 
with long strokes, yelling ‘There’s a bear 
in the kitchen, just as bruin took it into 
his head to investigate other portions of 
Two of the party fired their guns 
wildly and then jumped overboard and fol- 
lowed in the wake of the cook, who was 
Standing shivering. on the shore. 

J. E. Johnston, who is a veteran of the 
civil war, was the only one of the crowd 
who had the presence of mind dto take his 
gun with him when they made their hasty 
exit from the boat. Upon reaching the 
shore, Mr. Johnston took aim with his 
Winchester and shot the bear in the right 
side of the head. The hunters then made 
their way to the boat. They had been clad 
in nothing but their night clothes. 

When the party arrived at Cass Iake they 
took an inventory of their capture and 
found that they had a black bear six feet 
two and one-half inches in length, tipping 
the scales at 518 pounds.

Fire and Explosions in Mines at eh. 
tension, B. C., Results in Ter- 
rible Fatalities. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Oct. 1—A dispatch 
from Extension, B. C., giving details of 
the fire in No. 2 stope of the Dunsmutre 


mine, says: 
The fire broke out. at the bottom of 
level No. 3 and was communicated across 


the stope by one of the curtains. In half 
an hour the whole stope was on fire. Res- 
cue parties entered the mine and reached 
the place where the miners had been at 
work, but the men had gone, running with 
the fresh air instead of against it in 
an attempt to get out by the accustomed 
route, thus meeting death half way. While 
the rescuers were at work the mine ex- 
ploded, blocking them, and exp.osions con- 
tinued all afternoon and evening. When 
it was realized that the men couid not be 
saved a strong force started to choke the 
mine, but their work was undone by a 
terrific explosion, which blew down the bar- 
ricade. At 5 o'clock the fan house was 
burned.

Don't fear a shock. It may be the announcement of redemption,

A Remarkable Russian Woman.

There will shortly be erected in Hla- 
bouga, Russia, a monument to the mem- 
ory of a very: remarkable woman, a fe- 
male warfidr named Nadejda Dourova. 
Her father was a captain of cavalry, and 
at the age of 23 she enlisted in a lancer 
regiment as a man and was known as 
Sokolov. Later .her sex, was _ discpvered 
and she was recalled t46 St. Petersburg, 
but the Emperor, hearing the _ cifcum- 
stances and seeing her, authorized the 
amazon to remain in the army in a regi- 
ment of hussars under the name of Alex- 
androv.

BENNINGTON, Vt., Oct. 1.—After lying | 
for 1 years in an old wreck in East Bay, 
Lake Champlain, 10,000 English sovereigns 
have been hauled up and deposited in bank 
at Fairhaven.

Many towns have disputed the clains of 
Veedersburg being the origina;or ?f street 
fairs, but without success, for when she 
aspirants were told that Veedersburg had 
12 annual street fairs they once re 
linquished all claims. 

Before James Mount was elected gover- 
nor of Indiana he attended two of the 
Veedersburg street fairs, and made ad- 
dresses to the farmers, anil the year he 
fore he was elected governor he promised 
Mr. Berry that if he were successtul in his 
canvass he would honor the Veedersburg 
street fair with his presence, and, true to 
his word, Governor Mount came and de- 
livered one of the best speeches of his life.

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ROOSEVELT TO TAKE UP TRADE 
WITH CUBA. 


A CHANCE TO RAP TRUSTS 


The President Is\Expected to Have but 
Few Personal Representatives 
in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—One of the most 
Serious problems with which President 
Roosevelt will have to contend relates to 
Cuba. What are to be the trade relations 
between that country and this? Shall there 
be free trade or tariff? That portion of 
his message to Comgress dealing with Cuba 
will be the hardest to write and will give 
him most anxiety. Secretary Root, the 
most conspicuous member of the Cabinet, 
is said by prominent Republican members 
of the House to favor Cuban free trade. 
The sugar trust is also in favor of free 
trade, for it owns the majority of Cuban 
sugar plantations and controls the rest. 
The President, in his Minnesota speech, 
said that he was determinedly opposed to 
trusts. Will that opposition lead him to 
adopt a Cuban policy different from one 
he otherwise would have adopted? The to- 
bacco trust is not so fortunate as the sugar 
trust, for its holdin in Cuba are rela- 
tively small. It is therefore opposed to 
Cuban free trade. This is one of the 
knotty factors in the Cuban problem. The 
President's announcement regarding Cuba 
will be awaited with very genera]! interest, 
just as Mr. McKinley’s would have been.
